Know Miracle Of Blood 


It isn’t likely that a receiver of a pint of blood 
worries too much about its historysor where it 
came from. He needs it and he get) it; that’s 
enough for him. 

But sometimes there’s more to it than just get- 
ting a needle jabbed into one’s arm and watching 
a jar fill up with bright red blood. 

But two pints of blood left here last week 
through the Armed Forces blood donor program 
which, no matter how they end, the known half of 
their story is worth telling. 

The donors of these two pints of blood are both 
German. aliens, Dorwood Blumenshein, 21, and 
Hans Feddern, 23; basic trainees in Battery D, 
515th FA Bn. 

Feddern’s recent trip to the blood center quali- 
fies him as a walking blood bank. It was the 
sixth time he had donated blood. 

Blumenshein had never given blood before, but 
he had seen what miracles plasma and whole 
blood transfusions could perform. 

These two men are part of Battery D’s “Little 
United Nations”; two of nine aliens in the fourth 
platoon, all of whom have seen their native lands 
ravaged by war. But few of them feel freeto talk 
of what they have seen, 


Feddern and Blumenshein both came to the 
United States with the intention of becoming citi- 


minute his orders were revoked. When the Allied 
Forces entered his native town of Itzehoe a few 
miles from Hamburg, he was in training there 
with home-based German Infantry units. 


Three times during those hectic years he was 
in and out of the Army he made voluntary blood 
donations to German hospitals. He anSwered calls 
for donations twice after the war. 

“Then last year I had enough money to do what 
I’d been wanting to do ever since the war ended. 
I quit my job in the grocery store and came to 
the United States.” 

“T arrived in New York on the Fourth of July.” 

Unlike Feddern, Blumenshein is getting his first 
taste of military life, but not his first of America. 
Born of German-American parents in Mainz on 
the Rhine, not far from Frankfort, he had been in 
the States twice prior to returning here for good 
in 1947. 

Blumenshein saw the miracles wortted by blood 
and plasma transfusions on victims of the bomb- 
ings of Frankfort. 

“T don’t know whether a person who has not 
seen these things can realize just how wonderful 
it is or how much a pint of your blood can mean 
to someone else,” he said. , 

The spirit of cooperation and readiness shown 
by Blumenshein and Feddern is typical of all of 
the members of Battery D’s Little United Nations, 
Capt. Harry R. Maifield, battery commander, said. 

“Maybe it’s because most of them have seen 
service in one Army or another,” he added. ““May-

After romping over Eastern 
Illinois State college, 10-8, and 
Evansville college, 15-0 with two 
cancellations thrown in because of 
inclement weather,» the Eagles 
registered a 4-1 triumph over the 
Fighting Irish of Notre Dame on 
April 9th. 

The second game of the series 
with Notre Dame was rained out 
and after a day’s layoff Breckin- 
ridge returned to action by sweep- 
ing a two-game series from Indi- 
ana, 8-2 and 1-0. 

The Eagles’ record remained at 
5-0 after the caneellation of last 
Monday’s scheduled game_ with 
Wheaton college because of rain 
and cold weather. 

Tom Acker became the first 
Eagle pitcher to go the nine-inning 
route in the Notre Dame game as 
he limited the Irish to seven hits. 
Acker yielded five of the safeties 
in the first three innings and then 
settled down. 

Coach Nelson Bryant’s Eagles 
put the contest away in the first 
frame with a four-run uprising 
against curve-balling Tom Bujnow- 
ski and Catcher Dick Farrell, a 
walk and hits by Burt Stone, Gerry 
Thomas and Joe Unfried contri- 
buting to the scoring. 

Second Baseman Stone and 
Shortstop Art West led the Eagles’ 
nine-hit attack with two bingles 
apiece. Acker fanned nine as he 
won his second game of the cam- 
paign, running his strikeout total 
to 19 in 15 innings. 

Jim Graves, hard-working right- 
hander, and Dick Knabe throttled 
Indiana on eight hits as the Eagles 
took advantage of nine Hoosier 
errors and clubbed three pitchers 
for 10 mits in the opener of the 
series with the Indiana collegians.

The callers couldn’t believe it. It 
was considerable more than paid 
the EM now ($1.05). However, if 
one would look into the story in 
more detail, it would make the 
whole matter much simpler. ‘ 

The pay bill was first brought up 
before the House as a 10 per cent 
across-the-board increase for both 
pay and allowances; Then it was 
sent to the Senate. The Senate 
knocked it down some. Keep in 
mind at this time that during all 
this, it is still a bill and has a long 
road to go before being put into 
effect as a law.

The Senate changed the origi- 
nal bill so that the House didn’t 
ever know it was the same bill. 
And after it comes out of the 
joint conference, neither the 
House nor Senate will know it. 
Then it must go back through 
the House to be approved and 
then sent on to the Senate for 
approval. 


There is little likelihood that a 
final version of either bill will be 
passed in April, but the latest re- 
ports say May is the month for 
final passage of both bills. 

With political convention time 
fast approaching, it appears that 
Congress may begin to put on pres- 
sure for passage of important 
pending legislation sometime be- 
fore the end of May.

Officers Due For 
Release In May 


Washington (AFPS)—Army of- 
ficers who have had their terms of 
service extended involuntarily for 
12 months by presidential directive 
may be released immediately from 
active duty, providing they do not 
volunteer for additional service. 


The announcement came in the 
form of DA Message 316362. 
Officers affected will be those 
currently in category V. This 
category consists of those offi- 
cers who were involuntarily ex- 
tended after the expiration of 
their original categories. 


They may, however, elect to stay 
on active duty by changing their 
categories to II or III. Or they 
may stay on for the remainder of 
their 12-month period if they elect 
to do so in writing. 


Separation will be effected for 
officers in the continental U.S. who 
so desire on or before May 20. 
Those overseas will be brought 
home and separated not later than 
June 20.

Deer Hunting 
In Canada Out 


Those planning to spend their 
leave hunting deer in Canada this 
year had better think twice before 
doing such. 

Foot-and-Mouth disease has been 
reported raging more recently in 
Canada along with several South 
American countries. This disease 
is the greatest threat to the wel- 
fare of livestock in the United 
States. 

It is prohibited by law to import 
into the United States cattle, 
sheep or other domestic ruminants 
or swine or fresh, chilled or frozen 
meat from wild ruminants such as 
deer, or any part of or secretions 
derived from such animals from 
countries where Foot-and-Mouth 
disease is known to exist. 

In other words, G.I.’s or anyone 
hunting deer in Canada this year 
will be prohibited by law to bring 
the big game back into the States 
with them because of the threat of 
the Foot-and-Mouth disease. 4 

The Foot-and-Mouth disease is a 
very highly contagious infection 
and in most casese the cattle or 
swine infected must be killed.
